WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—Concen- 
tration of naval power off the 
shores of Cuba continued today, 
when 16 destroyers were ordered to 
Cuba in the event they may “be 
needed to protect American lives.” 
Thus, 25 combat vessels are now 
soon will be near Cuba, the lat- 
est unit being of eight navy and 
eight coast guard destroyers. 

As to the regular navy ships, Ad- 
miral William H. Standley, chief of 
operations, instructed these,’ which 
had been cruising with naval re- 
serves, to disembark them imme- 


diately and take on their full com- 
plements of regular officers and 
men. 
Simultaneously the coast guard 
@aft—former war vessels—were 
spatched from around New Lon- 
don and New York under orders to 
report to the senior naval com=an- 
der in Cuba. 

Marines Mobilized. 
Meanwhile, more than 100 ma- 
rines were mobilized at the Seventh 
Regiment at nearby Quantico, Va. 
Equipped as an expeditionary force, 
they were prepared for immediate 
movement. The heavy cruiser In- 
dianapolis, bearing Secretary of the 
Navy Swanson to Havana, is pro- 
ceeding down the Atlantic coast 
and is due in Havana tomorrow. 
Admiral Standley ordered the de- 
stroyers Claxton, Taylor, Cafe and 
Bernadou to proceed at once to 
New York to disembark the naval 
reserves on board. The destroyer 
lemilton was ordered to the W ash- 
zton navy yard for the same pur- 
hose, the Fairfax to Bridgeport ani 
ater to the Philadelphia navy yard, 
the Ellis to White Stone, Long Isl- 
ind, and the Du Pont to the Boston 
tavy yard.

CHARGES JONSON'S 
FIRM VIOLATES NRA 


Labor Official Says Lea Fabrics 
Has Cut Hours Without 
Increasing Pay. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEWARK, N. J., Sept. 7.—Eric 
Ross, labor union official, charges 
violations of the NRA at the local 
Lea Fabrics, Inc., factory, of which 
Gen. Hugh S. Johnson, NRA \d- 
ministrator, is president, in 
grams sent today to President 
Roosevelt, Gen. Johnson, Secretary 
of Labor Perkins and the Lavor 
Board of the NRA. 

Ross, who is Secretary and 
Treasurer of the International VCar- 
pet Workers’ Union with offices 
here, said the Lea firm had cut the 
working week of its employes from 
48 to 44 hours without increasing 
their hourly wage which is 40 cents. 
This, he said, reduces weekly wages 
from $19.20 to $16. 3 

He. also charges that Herbert 
Smalley, an employe, was dis- 
charged from the Lea factory for 
attempting to organize a union. 
Ross said Smalley had been with 
the firm four years and that no 
satisfactory reason for his dis- 
charge had been given. 

While the Lea firm has added ad- 
ditional employes, Ross said, it is 
now operating on a 24 hour sched- 
ule, seven days a week. In a state- 
ment yesterday Ross declared he 
felt the Lea firm had failed to live 
up to the spirit and the letter of 
the NRA. 

Lea Fabrics Inc. is a subscriber 
to the national woolen and worsted 
carpets code which was filed yes- 
terday. 
Ellery K. Files, vice president and 
general manager of Lea Fabrics 
Inc., said he finds no basis for the 
charges made by Ross. 

The normal working week at the 
Lea plant, he said, is 40 hours while 
last year it was only 30 hours a 
week. Smalley, he declared, had 
been discharged for incompetence. 
Files said Ross was affiliated with 
the Associated Industrial Workers 
of America in Camden which the 
plant official described as “a radi- 
cal organization.” 


$90,000 IN WARRANTS GONE

RABAT, Morocco, Sept. 7.— 
The last of the independent Berber 
chieftains of Morocco, Sidi Ali Ho- 
ciene Ou Temga, has surrendered 


to the French on Koucer Peak in 
the Atlas Mountains. His warriors 
laid down their arms. 

Numerous casualties were inflict- 
ed by both sides in the last desper- 
ate resistance of the tribesmen, 
who have been fighting the Foreign 
Legion and other forces under Gen. 
Jacques de Loustal. 

Their resistance was broken 
when their stronghold on the 9000 
foot peak was hemmed in within a 
gradually tightening circle. Mop- 
pers-up utilized dark nights to 
march through the wooded gorges, 
with only maps to guide them. 
Sudden attacks at dawn from van- 
tage points gained overnight re- 
duced the tribesmen to submission. 

An ultimatum that a promise of 
amnesty would expire at sundown 
yesterday assisted in bringing 
about the surrender. After giving 
food and first aid to their starving 
and thirsty captives, the victors 
started back to their desert camps. 
They left a small force to adminis- 
ter and police the conquered terri- 
tory. 

The French announced the paci- 
fication of Morocco as complete. 
They hope and believe that it is— 
after 25 years of fighting. 


AID OF U. S, FORCES IN SEARCH 
FOR BALLOONISTS REQUESTED 


Officer of Bennett Race Wires 
Washington for Assistance in 
Hunt for Two Bags. 

By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Sept. 7.—Aid of the 
United States Army, Navy and 
Coast Guard today was requested 
in the search for the missing bal- 
loonists of the James Gordon Ben- 
nett race. 

Cliff Henderson, managing direc- 
tor of the international air races, 
said telegrams had been sent to au- 
thorities at Washington seeking 
their assistance in the hunt. Co- 
operation of Canadian officials 
would also be asked, he said. 

Henderson pointed out that the 
two unreported balloons, that of 
Ward Van Orman and the Polish 
entry piloted by Capt. Franciznek 
Hynek, had been missing more than 
24 hours beyond the maximum time 
they could remain aloft. 

There was grave danger, he said, 
that the flyers had~been blown out 
to sea. Otherwise, he added, they 
might have come to earth in iso- 
lated spots in New England or 
Eastern Canada. Pointing out that 
Lieutenant-Commander T. G. W. 
Settle brought his bag down in Con- 
necticut, Henderson said the pre- 
vailing southwestern winds could 
easily have taken the balloons over 
the Atlantic Ocean.

JEWELRY HOLDUP NEAR TULSA 


St. Louis Man and Mail Carriers 
Kidnaped, Later Released by 
Two Robbers.

TULSA, Ok., Sept. 7.—Charles 
Welzmiller, St. Louis salesman, told 
Tulsa police today he was robbed 
of sample jewelry valued at $25,000 
by two men who fired into his car 
to force him to stop. :

ALLEGES AMOUNT

Nelson Says $5000 Has 
Been Paid, and No Effort 
Made to Collect on His 
Paper.

JACKSONVILLE, Ill., Sept. 7.— 
Suits against Oscar Nelson, former 
State Treasurer of Illinois, and 
John H. Stelle, now Assistant State 
Auditor, to recover money they re- 
ceived on loans from Ayers Na- 
tional Bank at Jacksonville, were 
filed today by Carl E. Robinson, at- 
torney for the receiver in charge 
of the bank, which failed last No- 
vember. 

This bank carried an average of 
$3,000,000 of State money on de 
posit, most of it without interest, 
during the time Nelson was Treas- 
urer and State Auditor, he having 
held both offices. 

The petition in the suit against 
Nelson sets forth that one D. M. 
Flynn, now dead, gave his note for 
$30,000, indorsed by Nelson, in 1924, 
and received a check for the full 


by Flynn, payable to Nelson. 

Nelson paid nothing on the note, 
according to the petition, and has 
refused to pay anything on it. The 
receiver, Frank W. McRoberts, ac- 
cordingly authorized the —_— suit 
against Nelson for the amount of 
ithe note plus $20,000 interest and 
damages, making the total claim 
$50,000. 

The suit against Stelle, formerly 
Assistant Treasurer, alleges he 
owes the bank $11,000, principal and 
interest on a note he executed to 
the bank in October, 1932, and 
which he has refused to pay. This 
suit was filed in Circuit Court at 
Springfield, and that against Nel- 
son in Federal Court at Chicago. 
Nelson is a Republican and Stelle 
a Democrat. Stelle recently let it 
be known that he would be a can- 
didate fér State Treasurer at the 
next election. 

Nelson, in Chicago, denied any 
attempt had been made to collect 
the note. 

“If the receiver had tried to col- 
lect, he might have received his 
money,” said Nelson. “No one has 
approached me concerning the note, 
and from what I gather the figures 
are all wrong. 

“The note originally was for $30,- 
000, but $5000 was paid on it. Since 
the bank closed I have heard 
nothing.” 

Stelle could not be reached for a 
statement.

Memory of Stanford U. 
Man Accused of Killing 
His Wife Is Still ‘‘a Bit 
Hazy. 


STATE CONCLUDES 
CROSS-EXAMINATION 


Tell an Officer Mrs. Lam- 
son Was ‘‘Not Really’ 
Ill.

SAN JOSE, Cal., Sept. 7.—Prose- 
cuting attorneys continued to ham- 
mer away at the story of David 
A. Lamson as the young Stanford 
University Press representative, 
accused of killing his wife, Allene, 
with an iron pipe, was subjected 
to further cross examination to- 
day. 

A pair of soft slippers and other 
exhibits taken from the bath room 
of the Lamsons’ Stanford campus 
home, where the body was found 
the morning ci May 30. were intro- 
duced. Lamson testified he did not 
recall seeing them when he found 
Mrs. Lamson. 

Deputy District Attorney Allan 


J. Lindsay asked many questions 
about the position of the body as 
the defendant found it. Lamson 
said his memory was “a bit hazy” 
and could not recall some of the de- 
tails. 

Between queries Lamson said he 
did not recall putting a slipper 
under his wife’s hand when he 
came upon the body. 


Denies Stories of Deputies. 


The accused man denied = any 
recollection cf having told an offi- 
cer that his wife was “not really 
ill.” This question was in line with 
the State’s contention that Mrs. 
Lamson had resorted to subterfuge 
to turn away his advances, and 
that the tragedy grew out of do 
mestic discord. 

The defendant denied having told 
Deputy Sheriff John Moore that 
he tossed his bedroom slippers in- 
to the bath room before putting his 
sleeping clothes in the bedroom. 
He said he “may have told” an- 
other officer that he was not in 
the habit of waiting on Mrs. Lam- 
son when she was not well. He 
previously had testified he had 
attended Mrs. Lamson the night 
before when he complained of in- 
digestion. 

The prosecution asked if Lam- 
son told Chief of Police H. A. 
Zink whether he saw the body af- 
ter going to bedroom with his sleep- 
ing garments. Replying to the ques- 
tion, Lamson said he might have 
done so but did not recall clearly. 


Cross-Examination Concluded. 


“Did you give the officers any 
clew as to who might have done 
this?” Lindsay asked. 

“IT had no idea in the world as to 
who may have done it,” said Lam- 
son. . 


“Have you aided the officers since 
in finding anyone who might have 
done this?” “I have told them 
everything I knew about it.” 

“Have you told them anything 
since?” “I have recalled nothing 
since.” 

“What is your experience as an 
amateur actor?” = 

Lamson said he took part in high 
school and college plays, and in 
three plays since. 

The prosecution announced it was 
through cross-examination. 


Defense Questioning Resumed. 


On redirect questioning Defense 
Attorney E. M. Rea asked Lamson 
why he had given his wife lemon 
juice the night before. Lamson re- 
plied he did so because she had 
complained of indigestion, 

“Did you or did you not believe 
Allene was murdered?” Rea asked. 

“I did believe she was murdered,” 
said Lamson. 


Answering the testimony of 
Frank Taylor, a business associate 
who had quoted Lamson as saying 
there was trouble between Mrs. 
Lamson and himself, the witness 
denied having said anything of that 
nature. He said he had told Taylor 
his little daughter, Allene, needed 
mountain atmosphere for her 
health and that Mrs. Lamson had 
talked about the possibility of her 
(Mrs. Lamson) getting work at 
some mountain resort and taking 
the baby there.

SAYS BANK EXAMINERS 
FILED FALSE REPORTS 


Former Detroit Director on 
Stand Also Declares Senator 
Couzens Lied. 


By the Associated Press. 

DETROIT. Sept. 7.—James O. 
Murfin, former director of the 
closed First National Bank-Detroit, 
today attacked the Federal Govern- 
ment for “filing false reports,” and 
bitterly criticised Senator James 
Couzens and the Rev. Father 
Charles E. Coughlin for their testi- 
mony before the one-man grand 
jury investigating bank closings 
here. 

“Every time Senator Couzens 
mentioned my name here, he lied,” 
declared Murfin, as he took the 
stand to testify as to his knowledge 
of affairs in the bank. He also as- 
sailed Father Coughlin, bitter critic 
of Detroit banking methods, say- 
ing he should “devote more of his 
life to saving souls instead of as- 
sassinating character.” 

Following Murfin’s’ testimony, 
Judge Harry B. Keidan, sitting as 
the one-man grand jury, adjourned 
court until next Wednesday to give 
the Prosecutor’s staff time to pre- 
pare for questioning of witnesses 
in connection with the affairs of the 
Guardian Detroit Union Group, Inc., 
holding company for the closed 
Guardian National Bank of Com- 
merce and other banks. 


Murfin, a former Circuit Judge 
and regent of the University of 
Michigan, repeated statements made 
yesterday by Donald N. Sweeny, 
former First National president, 
that confidential papers filed by 
Federal Bank Examiners with the 
Comptroller of the Currency dif- 
fered in content from papers sent 
to bank directors after each exam- 
ination. The reports to the Comp- 
troller, Sweeny said, placed the bank 
in worse condition than those made 
to the directors. 

“What disturbs me more than 
anything else is that my Govern- 
ment and your Government files 
false reports” said Murfin. “To 
think that my Government is in the 
business of lying and falsifying re- 
ports shocks me.” 

Murfin followed James T. Me- 
Millan, president of the Detroit 
and Cleveland Navigation Co., and 
a former First National director to 
the stand. McMillan, who said his 
family had about $1,000,000 in the 
closed bank, said he believed insol- 
vency of the institution should be 
determined in court before the dou- 
ble assessment is levied against 
stockholders. 

A suit to restrain the collection 
of the assessment already has been 
filed. McMillan said he was con- 
vinced that neither the First Na- 
tional nor the closed Guardian Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce was in- 
solvent when they failed to reopen 
after the State bank holiday, which 
started Feb. 14. 


Murfin, before beginning his tes- 
timony, asserted that “I can,short- 
en this examination by sayite that 
every time SenatOr Couzens men- 
tioned my name, he lied.” 


Of Father Coughlin, he said: 


“It is too bad Father Coughlin 
does not devote his life to saving 
souls instead of assassinating char- 
acter.

GULD OWNERS AGAIN 
ARE ASKED 10 REPORT 


Attorney-General Indicates New 
Tactics in Dealing With 
“Hoarding.” 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, : Sept. 7.—That 
the latest executive order requiring 
holders of gold to file returns of 
their holdings with the Treasury is 
to be the Government’s principal 
weapon in its campaign against 
gold “hoarding” was indicated to- 
day by Attorney-General Cum- 
mings. The Government's chief 
prosecutor said this method offered 
“a much simpler form of prosecu- 
tion” than action based upon the 
actual holding of gold. 

The executive order in question, 
signed by President Roosevelt on 
Aug. 29, requires that before Sept. 
18, every person or firm having 
more than $100 in gold bullion or 
gold certificates shall fill out pre- 
scribed forms issued py the Treas- 
ury. Failure to comply involves 
possible prosecution for violation 
of the executive order. 

In the meantime, Justice Depart- 
ment agents are interviewing again 
each known gold holder in an ef- 
fort to have him comply voluntarily 
with the requirements of Roose. 
velt’s orders.

Testimony on the proposed pur- 
chase of assets of the insolvent Mis- 
psouri State Life Insurance Co., by 
the General American Life Insur- 
ance Co., was concluded in Circuit 
Judge Hamilton’s court last night 
and the case set for argument this 
afternoon. 

The General American Life is a 
new company organized by a group 


of New York men, including Wal- 
ter W. Head and David M. Milton, 
with stated capital of $2,000,000, 
which proposes to conduct a gener- 
al life insurance business from 
headquarters in St. Louis. The 
company proposes, as has been told, 
to assume the Missouri State Life 
policies, subject to a lien of 50 per 
cent on cash surrender and loan 
values, with provisions for possible 
reduction and satisfaction of the 
lien. 
° Actuary Offers Criticism. 
Objection to some provisions of 
the proposed contract was expressed 
last night by Clinton O. Shepherd, 
actuary for Missouri State Life, 
who was called as a witness by the 
Court. He thought the contract 
was more advantageous to the 
General American Life than to the 
policyholders; that the possible 
profits of the new company might 
be as much as $4,000,000 or $5,000,- 
000 in 15 years. 

He said, however, there was no 
better proposal offered and that sale 
of the assets under this plan would 
be more advantageous to the policy- 
holders than liquidation of the com- 
pany. He thought possibly the pol- 
icyholders would fare better if the 
company were mutualized. 

Shepherd said he helped write 
the contract and that some 
changes in the original draft had 
been made at his suggestion. He 
offered some additional amend- 
ments. He thought the fees to be 
allowed the new company for its 
management of the Missouri State 
business were too high. He de- 
scribed as inadequate the proposal 
of the new company to pay at the 
end of 15 years $7.50 for each $1000 
of the Missouri State insurance 
then in force. He thought it 
might be worth $20 for each $1000. 


Other Witnesses Heard. 


Other witnesses last night were 
R. Emmet O’Malley, State Superin- 
tendent of Insurance, who has 
charge of the Missouri State Life 
under the court’s insolvency judg- 
ment, and Head, who is to be presi- 
dent of the new company. 


O’Malley described the negotia- 

tions leading up to the General 
American offer. He said he had 
tried to interest other bidders, that 
others had indicated they would 
like to bid, but none had made a 
concrete offer. He thought the 
General American contract was the 
best that could be had and that it 
was advisable to take prompt ac- 
tion on it to conserve assets behind 
the Missouri State policies. 
* Head testified the $2,000,000 cap- 
ital of the General American was 
mot borrowed ‘money and that it 
had been deposited with the First 
National Bank, except about $100,- 
000 deposited with the State Insur- 
pnce. Department. Under the con- 
tract, a cash payment of $100,000 is 
to be made to, or as directed by, the 
Insurance Superintendent.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—Recow- 
ery Administrator Hugh S. Johnson 
told reporters at his semi-weekly 
press conference yesterday in reply 
to questions that in “an unguarded 
moment” during his visit to Detroit 
some weeks ago he promised auto 
mobile manufacturers that they 
might have the. so-called “open 
shop” clause in their code. He said 
he did not believe the provisions, 
as finally worded, meant anything, 
but he said he would not recom- 
mend any future code containing 
such a provision. 
The statement constituted an an- 
swer to Henry I. Harriman, presi- 
dent of the United States Chamber 
of Commerce, who announced yes- 
terday that the chamber was advis- 
ing all its members to include simi- 
lar provisions in codes submitted. 

As to Henry Ford, he said: “The 
next move is up to Ford. His case 
is just like that of any other manu- 
facturer in an industry for which a 
code has been adopted. If he vio- 
lates it, I shall have to act. He 
does not have to sign up provided 
he lives up to the terms. However, 
he cannot get the Blue Eagle until 
he files a certificate of compliance.” 
Right now the National Recovery 
Administration contains all the 
makings of a major internal row 
over the question of price-fixing, 
and there is a possibility that it will 
materialize in discussions over pro- 
posed retail codes. 
An influential group of manufac- 
turers has been pressing for a price- 
fixing section in some of the retail 
codes.

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CLAUSE AGREED 
TO FOR COAL CODE 


Gap Between Open and 
Closed Shop Expected to 
Be Bridged by: Presiden- 
tial Statement. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—Hugh 
S. Johnson announced today that 
as a result of the conference with 
President Roosevelt last night, 
bituminous coal operators and the 


United Mine Workers have “cleared 
up their points of disagreement” on 
phrasing of labor clauses in the 
contract being framed for the in- 
dustry. 

In a prepared statement the NRA 
executive went on to say that the 
hitherto contesting parties are pro- 
ceeding “to negotiations of details 
with what, I am informed, are ex- 
cellent prospects of success.” 
Johnson sent to the President for 
approval the codes of the cast iron, 
motion picture, leather and salt in- 
dustries. 

The principal point which had 
been before the operators and 
miners was phraseology of a clause 
by which, despite the claims of pre- 
ponderant organization of the bi- 
tuminous coal fields by the United 
Mine Workers, opportunity of em- 
ployment would be left open to non- 
members of this union. 

Such a clause was considered 
necessary because the industrial 
control law’s guarantee of a free 
right of workers to organize is 
construed by the admizistration as 
barring the “closed shop” in which 
only members of a ‘certain union 
would be given work. The phras- 
ing finally decided on by the op- 
erators and miners was not an- 
nounced by Johnson. 


Both operators and union offi- 
cers expected President Roosevelt 
to issue a statement on their open 
shop controversy. It developed that 
they had agreed to omit any refer- 
ence to the open or closed shop in 
the contract, and to accept the 
President’s interpretation in place 
of the open shop clause the oper- 
ators had propoSed and the miners 
rejected.

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STREET CARMEN VOTE | 
STRIKE AT CLEVELAND 


Will Walk Out Tomorrow Un- 
less Union Is Recognized— 
Company Under NRA.

By the Associated Press. 

CLEVELAND, Sept. 7. — The 
Amalgamated Association of Street 
Railway Employes voted today to 
go on strike at 5 a. m. tomorrow 
unless the Cleveland Railway Co. 
agrees to recognize the union. 

The vote in a series of meetings 
which began last night was an- 
nounced as 1812 to 25 in favor of 
the strike. Executives of the rail 


way company declined today to 
comply with the union demand. The 
company is under the NRA. 

The association, which is affil- 
ijated with the American Federation 
of Labor, says its members include 
90 per cent of the motormen and 
conductors of the street railway 
system, a great majority of the 
shop workers and interurban rapid 
transit employes, and nearly half 
the drivers of the Cleveland Rail- 
way's bus lines. 

Motormen and conductors re- 
cently were granted a 5 per cent 
increase in wage rates, to about 57 
cents an hour. During the last few 
years the rate had been cut from 
72 to 54 cents an hour. 

Fred J. Schultz, president of the 
car men’s union, declared the in- 
crease was converted into a cut be- 
cause under provisions of the NRA 
code working hours have been so 
shortened that many men are re- 
ceiving less than they did before 
the wage increase. 

Heretofore the company has held 
that it is not permitted as a utility 
under Ohio law to recognize a 
union. Several years ago the State 
Supreme Court held that it was 
against public policy for a utility 
to deal collectively on a closed shop 
|basis with its employes. The union 
contends that the Federal NRA 
takes precedence.

The anti-nepotism section of the 
Constitution, adopted in a State 
election in 1924, prohibits any pub- 
lic officer or employe of the State, 
or of any of its political subdi- 
visions, from appointing any rela- 
the fourth degree, 
either by blood relationship or 
marriage, to a public position. The 
penalty for violation is forfeiture 
of office.

Speakers Declare Proposed 
Increase of 30 Cents on 
$100 Valuation Is Un- 
bearable. 


“Unbearable,” “unnecessary,” and 
likely to arouse in property own- 
ers the “go-to-hell spirit of a tax 
rebellion” were terms applied yes- 
terday by representatives of tax- 
payers’ organizations at an East 
St. Louis meeting to oppose an in- 
crease in taxes by the East Side 
Levee Board. 

The board, elected last Novem- 
ber, recently appropriated $443,- 
350 for 1934 expenses, an increase 
of $276,350 over the appropriation 
of $167,000 for this year. The in- 
crease would raise the Levee 
Board’s tax rate from 19 cents to 
49 cents for each $100 valuation. 
Mayor A. M. Jennings of Granite 
City told members of the board of 
evtreme measures city officials 
had taken te reduce the “unbear- 
able burden of the taxpayer,” and 
charged that the board’s increase 
would upset the city’s “recovery 
plan.” He urged a downward re- 
vision of the board’s appropriation 
by at least $200,000, and said that 
otherwise industries and small tax- 
payers would file protests against 
the increase. ‘ 

“Tt is better to collect low taxes,” 
he said, “than to have high taxes 
uncollected.” 

A resolution presented to the 
board referred to the “unanimous 
clamor for tax reduction” and 
stated there was no reason for the 
board to increase costs at a time 
when municipalities were reducing 
expenses. It pointed out increases 
in every department of the board, 
including construction and main- 
tenance, and threatened resistance 
by legal process if necessary. 

The organizations represented 
were the Granite City, Madison 
County and St. Clair County tax- 
payers’ leagues, and the East St. 
Louis Real Estate Exchange.

Creek, an open sewage drainage 
ditch that flows through the en- 
tire length of the western side of 
East St. Louis. 


The elimination project is part of 
the original plans of the district, 
drawn up in 1907 and never com- 
The estimated cost is $2,- 
000,000. The board expects to bor- 
row the money from the Federal 
Government and to take advantage 
of the one-third grant. 

Kernan told the objectors, who 
favor the elimination project but 
think the tax increase untimely, 
that property owners should take 
advantage of the one-third grant, 
and save $600,000 on the elimina- 
tion project. The $200,000 addition- 
al appropriation, he said, was to 
carry the project along in event of 
delay in getting the money from 
the Government. The balance of 
the increased appropriation, $76,350, 
is for general operating expenses of 
the board. 

Another reason the board had to 
increase its appropriation, Kernan 
said, was that $131,980 of a $307,- 
533 balance left by the _ retiring 
board was on deposit in three 
closed banks, leaving an available 
balance of only $175,553. 


18-Foot Canal Planned. 


The plans of the board provide 
for cutting off Cahokia Creek at 
the National Stockyards, north of 
East St. Louis, by means of a diver- 
sion canal, two miles long, which 
will empty into the Mississippi Riv- 
er near the foot of Winter street 
in East St. Louis. The plans fol- 
low closely the recommendations of 
a firm of Chicago engineers drawn 
up in 1919. 

The diversion canal will have 36 
feet bottom width, with an average 
depth of 18 feet. It will be an open 
ditch, carrying sewage and surface 
water, but traversing only railroad 
and industrial property. Culverts 
are planned only near a proposed 
pumping station at the outlet. 

The board expects to get right-of- 
way for the canal through railroad 
and stockyards property without 
payment. Otherwise the project 
must be abandoned because of con- 
demnation expense, Kernan said. 

Owners of propert¥ abutting on 
Cahokia Creek, mostly rawWroads 
and the stockyards, probably would 
inherit the creek bed if the canal 
is built, Kernan said, as it was 
classed as a navigable stream and 
the board held no title. An area of 
40 to 50 acres was included be- 
tween banks of Cahokia Creek and 
of the proposed canal, making the 
exchange about even, Kernan said.

“My Dear Dick: 

“T am delighted that you have 
had the faith to go ahead with this 
| scientific expedition to the Antarc- 
tic continent and that you have 
definitely set the date of departure 
for Sept. 25. 

“It is because you and I are such 
old friends, and because I have fol- 
lowed so closely your three pre- 
vious expeditions, that I expect to 
keep in close touch with your new 
| expedition. 

“I realize the importance of your 
excellent preparations for scientific 
discovery, and the fact that you 
will make a detailed survey of a 
large area of new continent pre- 
viously unexplored. It is worth 
while to serve 12 branches of 
science. 

“T am especially interested in the 
exhaustive study of weather on the 
Antarctic continent—a territory in 
the clutches of the ice age, and a 
weather maker for the greater part 
of the South American continent. 
Your weather observations will un- 
doubtedly be of great importance 
to South America and to the scien- 
tific knowledge of world weather 
conditions. 

“From a sentimental point of 
view I am delighted that you are 
using the famous old coast guard 
revenue cutter Bear, and I wish 
much that I could gee you and the 
expedition off when you sail. 

“I want you to feel that on your 
expedition you have the full sup- 
port of the United States Govern- 
ment and that you can call on the 
Government in case of need or 
emergency.

and Missouri. A few have shipped 
their pigs from Arkansas and 
Southern Oklahoma. 

Direct payments to farmers aver- 
age about $125 each, it was esti- 
mated. Some have shipped the 
individual maximum permitted at 
the East Side yards of 125 head, 
while others have sent two or three 
pigs to market. Although the max- 
imum is established on a _ daily 
basis so many unfilled applications 
are on hand that there have been 
virtually no repeaters. 

Preventing Duplications. 

A few farmers, it was conceded, 
may have shipped more than their 
share by registering with several 
commission firms, but steps are be- 
ing taken to eliminate this prac- 
tice. Some of those who have re- 
ceived the Government money are 
in the drouth eara, getting the first 
actual cash they have been able to 
obtain for several months. 

Reflecting an influx of hogs at 
the ratio of 100 pigs for every sow 
—instead of the 4 to 1 ratio an- 
ticipated by the Government in 
preparing to buy 4,000,000 pigs and 
1,000,000 sows—all but $10,000 of 
the payments has been for pigs. 

The East Side market, which 
was placed under a two-day mora- 
torium after the first day, has re- 
ceived about 100,000 pigs and only 
1,000 sows for Government  pur- 
chase. No moratorium was de- 
clared on sows nor were any limi- 
tations placed on their shipments 
while the acceptable weight was 
reduced from 275 to 240 pounds. 
Yet no increase has been noted in 
the sow arrivals. 


Speculators Are Hard Hit. 

While the individual farmer in 
this area has obtained a cash form 
of direct farm relief, whatever 
the outcome of the Farm Admin- 
istration’s program of boosting 
market prices by reducing the 
supply of pork, speculators have 
lost “thousands of dollars,” it was 
estimated, because of a close check 
maintained on shipments. 

Although the Government at 
first did not place restrictions on 
speculations—it has since done so 
—officials at the East Side yards 
guarded against them from the 
opening of the market, turning 
back thousands of pigs which were 
purchased by speculators from 
farmers in the range country of 
the Southwest and Northwest. 
Shippers now must furnish cer- 
tification of ownership.

Dr. Harold DeLos Chope to Have

Dr. Harold DeLos Chope, an epi- 
demiologist of brief but unusual ex- 
perience, arrived yesterday to head 
the communicable disease section 

of the Health Department. 

The position is a new one, created 
in the ordinance reorganizing the 
department, and Dr. Chope is the 
first professionally trained epidemi- 
Ologist on the Health Commission- 
er’s staff He is the last of the 
“key” men selected to head the 
major sections by Health Commis- 
sioner Bredeck, who spent several 
months in communication with the 
great medical centers in order tuo 
find a suitable man.

More Danger in Money vs. Man 
_ Than in Machine vs. Man, Says 


Leader of British Scientists 


Sir Frederick G. Hopkins Asserts Paradox of 
Poverty Amid Plenty Is Indictment of 
Mankind, Not of Invention. 


By the Associated Press. 
LEICESTER, England, Sept. 7.— 

Applied science, Sir Frederick Gow- 

land Hopkins told the British Asso- 


ciation for the Advancement of 
Science last night, “should take no 
blame” for the paradox of poverty 
amidst plenty and the replacement 
of human labor by machinery. 

Sir Frederick, the head of the 
association, made the statement 
during his presidential address in 
which he outlined the strides of 
science in describing life in terms 
of chemistry. 

“It is not within my capacity,” he 
continued, “to say anything about 
the paradox and its cure; but I 
confess that I see more present 
danger in the case of ‘money versus 
man’ than danger, present or fu- 
ture, in that of the ‘machine ver- 
sus man.’” 

Concerning the replacement of 
human labor he said: 

“It is surely right that those in 
touch with science should insist 
that it will continue. 

“It need not involve a_ revolu- 
tionary change if there is real 
planning for the future. 

“No one can say what kind of 
equilibrium the distribution of lei- 
sure is fated to reach. In any case 
an optimistic view as to the prob- 
able effects of its increase may be 
justified.” 


Command of Nature. 


Sir Frederick referred to words 
of Sir Alfred Weing which. he said 
were still being echoed—‘“that the 
command of nature has been put 
into man’s hand before he knows 
how to command himself.” 

“Of science itself this is no in- 
dictment,” he added. “The indict- 
ment is of mankind. Recognition 
of the truth it contains cannot be 
absent from the minds of those 
whose labors are daily increasing 
mankind’s command of nature, but 
it is due to them that the truth 
should be viewed in proper per- 
spective. 

“It is, after all, war to which sci- 
ence has added terrors, and the 
fear of war, which alone give it 
real urgency; an urgency which 
must of course be felt in these 
days when some nations at least 
are showing the spirit of selfish and | 
dangerous nationalism.

Reduction of One-Half of 
One Pct. Authorized to 
Railways That Repay It 
in Full in Three Years.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—The 


Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion in a report to Congress on its 
activities during July, made public 
today by South Trimble, Clerk of 
the House, showed that during the 
month it authorized loans totaling 
$137 ,445,973. 

Of this amount $100,908,844 was 
authorized to banks and trust com- 
panies including $93,892,530 to aid 
in the reorganization or liquidation 
of banks that were closed cr in pro- 
cess of liquidation; $264,821 to build- 
ing and loan associations; $329,697 
to insurance companies; $12,341,551 
to mortgage loan companies; $124,- 
500 to joint stock land banks; $197,- 
866 to agricultural credit corpora- 
tions, and $23,278,692 rediscounts to 
regional agricultural credit corpor- 
ations. 

It also approved subscriptions 
during the month for preferred 
stock in 27 banks and trust com- 
panies amounting to $12,732,500, and 
14 loans amounting to $2,615,500 se- 
cured by prefererd stock, under the 
emergency bank law. 

During the month the corpora- 
tion withdrew or canceled loans au- 
thorized to banks amounting to 
$61,300. 

Loans authorized totaling $78,717 
to banks and trust cumpanies; $1960 
to building and loan associations; 
$402 to an insurance company and 
$10 to a mortgage loan company 
were withdrawn or canceled. 

Loans authorized during the year 
ended last June 30, but withdrawn 
or canceled during July, aggregated 
$15,041,544, and those partly with- 
drawn or canceled during July 
amounted to $9,300,623. 

The Secretary of the Treasury 
was paid $5,000,000 to make pay- 
ments on stock of Federal Home 
Loan Banks subscribed for by him, 
bringing to $47,970,000 the total ad- 
vanced for that purpose up to the 
close of July. 

The report stated that effective 
last July 1, and subject to certain 
conditions, the rate of interest or 
discount to be charged by the cor- 
poration on virtually all loans or 
discounts or their renewal was re- 
duced by one-half of one per cent. 

The corporation said it had 
agreed to grant to railroads which

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GREY OF LOO 
LEADER IN BRITISH 
WAR CABINET, DIES 


Viscount, as Foreign Secre- 
tary in 1914, Served on 
Germany the Ultimatum 
That Led to Declaration. 


TEMPORARY ENVOY 
TO U. S. IN 1919-20 


Statesman, Long in Retire- 
ment Because of Failing 
Eyesight, Unconscious 70 
Hours—71 Years Old.

CHRISTON BANK, England, 
Sept. 7.—Viscount Grey of Fallodon, 
who, as Sir Edward Grey, Foreign 
Secretary, served on Germany the 
ultimatum that committed Great 
Britain to the World War in 1914, 
died today. He was 71 years old. 
He had been seriously ill for more 


He died at 6:05 a. m. at Fallo- 
don, his home on the Northumber- 
land coast, after nearly 70 hours’ 
unconsciousness. 

A sister, Mrs. Coetlogon, and her 
daughter maintained a cosntant 
watch during his last hours. 

The exact nature of his fatal ill- 
hess was not announced, but it is 
known high blood pressure was a 
factor. 

In a debate in Parliament aur- 
ing the progress of the war, Grey 
was credited by a speaker with 
having “maneuvered Germany into 
an offensive position” with subse- 
quent moral advantage to Britain. 

Grey was Foreign Secretary in 
the Asquith Liberal Ministry when 
the World War broke out. His ul- 
timatum to Germany in 1914 was 
that Britain would fight to preserve 
the neutrality of Belgium, which 
it had guaranteed. When, in 1915, 
Prime Minister Asquith decided to 
form a coalition Cabinet to prose- 
cute the war, he first stipulated 
that Grey remain as Foreign Sec- 
retary. Grey continued in charge 
at the Foreign Office until 1916, 
when David Lloyd George, former- 
ly Minister of Munitions, became 
Prime Minister. With increasingly 
failing eyesight, Grey was in vir- 
tual retirement after 1916. 

Viscount Grey devoted practically 
all of his time to close communion 
with nature after he had retired 
from public life. He wrote much 
about wild life. One of his volumes 
is “The Charm of Birds,” published 
in 1927. 

On his beautiful estate of Fallo- 
don he established a bird sanctu- 
ary, and he passed much of his 
time there taming and feeding wa- 
ter fowl until they would eat from 
his hand and perch on his head 
and shoulders. 

In his young days he was allud- 
ed to by Gladstone as the “dry fly 
king,” and he was an expért in 
making and designing dry flies, one 
o fwhich was named after him.

“Aristocratic Democrat.” 

Viscount Grey of Fallodon, a title 
to which he was elevated in 1916, 
was born April 25, 1862, the son of 
Capt. George Grey, “a Grey of 
Northumberland,” from whose fath- 
er he inherited a baronetcy. Be 
fore the war he was known as an 
aristocratic democrat, a “silent pilot 
of British diplomacy,” and the 
greatest living authority on fly- 
casting. Gladstone, carrying «wis al- 
lusion further, said of hin: in his 
early days in the House of Com- 
mons: “I never knew in a man 
such aptitude for political life and 
such disinclination for it.” Vis- 
count Grey's first book is entitled 
“Fly Fishing.” 

When Theodore Rooseveit yisited 
the Viscount, instead of talking 
world politics they went on a foot 
journey through rural England to 
study English bird life, on which 
Viscount Grey is an authority, as 
Roosevelt was on American bird 
life. 

The career of the man, who of 
all other Britons, it has been said, 
was most cordially hated by the 
Germans because he unceasingly 
advocated England's entrance into 
the war for the preservation of the 
neutrality of Belgium, was quite 
unlike that of almost every other 
man in British public life. He was 
not a lawyer. In fact, when he be- 
came Undersecretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs in 1892, a position 
he held for three years, he was 
chairman of the board of directors 
of the Northwestern Railway. 


Decorated by King. 

Educated at Winchester and Bal- 
liol College, Oxford, the prospec- 
tive Viscount whs selected Liberal 
member from Berwick-on-Tweed | 
to the House of Commons at the. 
age of 23, and had been repeatedly | 
re-elected from 1885 to 1916, when | 
he was made a peer. An athiete 
at college, he won the Queens Chub | 
and other tennis prizes. In 1912,, 
as a mark of distinction for his) 
public services, King George made | 
him a member of the Order of the | 
Garter, the only commoner, it is 
said, so honored. 


Viscount Grey was noted as a 
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forceful speaker, “cold, reserved 
and correct in speech and deport- 
ment.” His speeches in Parliament 
were mainly plain, simple state 
ments of fact, vigorously put with- 
out any attempt on his part to be 
eloquent. 

When Viscount Grey became 
Secretary of State for Foreign Af- 
fairs he sought to strengthen the 
ties of friendship between his coun- 
try and other Governments. The 
Anglo-French e nt en t ecordiale 
and the AngloRussian entente 
which were brought about in 1905 
were regarded as the cornerstone 
of his foreign policy, and together 
they paved the way for entente 
alliance in the great war. 


In 1911 he supported President 
Taft's arbitration proposals and 
five years before, at the Algeciras 
conference over Morocco, he turned 
the scales toward French predomi- 
nance in Northwest Africa. All of 
these efforts, it has been said, were 
taken in view of the growing ag- 
gressiveness of Germany. 


“Kept the Peace.” 


Less than four months before the 
outbreak of the World War, on 
July 28,1914,ina prophetic charac- 
ter studya well-known writer said: 
“Sir Edward has guided England 
through some anxious days. At 
the end of 1911 the British fleet 
was out in the North Sea for three 
days and three nights without 
lights and the decks cleared for 
action.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—In his 
first formal comment on the Ad- 
ministration’s Recovery program, 
Senator William E. Borah (Rep.), 


rof Idaho, said that the Government 


“will soon be facing the proposition 
of price-fixing” to block unjustly 
high prices. 

Borah, who has been recupera- 
ting from a major operation, just 
before his departure for home yes 
terday, issued a statement urging 
protection of the consumer. 
Asserting that people will not 
buy when prices seem inevitable, 
Borah said the cost of some things 
already had passed “beyond rea- 
son” and charged “gouging has al- 
ready been undertaken in some 
places,” 

His statement follows: 

“The campaign to buy now will 
not make the progress it should 
unless the people can feel that 
they are protected against ine- 
quitable prices. People will not 
hasten to buy if prices seem ine- 
quitable. The prices of some ar- 
ticles have already passed beyond 
reason. This whole proposition of 
the NRA rests at last upon the 
consumer, and unless the consumer 


ls thoroughly protected it must in- 
evitably fail. 


“I venture to say that the Gov- 
ernment will soon be facing the 
proposition of price-fixing. In ne 
other way can the masses be pro- 
tected. It was a mistake to ree 
peal the Sherman anti-trust act. 
But that having been done, the 
Government will have to protect 
the people from inequitable prices, 

“It is all right, and I do not 
criticise the campaign to buy now. 
But the people are entitled to buy 
at prices which. are just under all 
circumstances. There is no doubt 
but that gouging has already been 
undertaken in some places. 

“Furthermore, if banks continue 
their conservative policy as to 
credit, there will be another prob- 
lem presented in the matter of in- 
creasing and sustaining the pur- 
chasing power of the people. Bank 
loans are dropping constantly, less 
and less credit currency is circu- 
lating. 


“The open market proposition 
does not reach those. who need 
help. The queation of controlled 


inflation will return for conaidera- 


tion. It is all well and good ta 
urge people to buy. But with ris- 
ing prices and the curtailing of 


credit, it reminds one of a former 
decree where the people were told 
to make bricks without straw.”

TWO SPEECHES. 
Could anyone have imagined, a few years a&0, 
that the day would come when Donald Richberg of 
Chicago and Gen. Atterbury of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad would talk the same language and preach, 
substantially, the same economic credo? 

Yet the thing has happened. These men, formerly as 
far apart as the poles in their philosophies, look upon 
the recovery program through the same glasses, urge 
support of it with the same earnestness, offer much 
the same counsel and admonition to the twin indus- 
trial forces, labor and capital. 

There can be no distinction, said Mr. Richberg, 
“between the labor leader who demands too much 
and the industrial manager who yields too little.” 
In “this war against poverty,” he declared, no employ- 
er has the right to deny employes the right to or- 
ganize, and no labor leader has a right to represent 
a single man unwilling to accept his representation. 

Again: “Our economic and political salvation de- 
pends on the successful expansion, of our machineries 
of voluntary co-operation,” and “we cannot long be 
tolerant of men who will not co-operate c+ «wee 
stubbornly insist that they will rule their own af- 
fairs, regardless of whether or not they bring ruin to 
the nation.” 

Gen. Atterbury, counting it a “privilege” to enroll 
himself in the NRA, observed: “Two opposing influ- 
ences are at work to prevent the ultimate success of 
the re-employment efforts. One is the attempt on 
the part of organized labor to force recognition of 
the uniqns as the sole medium of collective bargain- 
ing. The other is the attempt on the part of indus- 
try to prevent the spread of union influence and mem- 
bership.” 

Remarking that “the question of wages can easily 
be settled,” he insisted that “the closed shop ques- 
tion—whether union closed or non-union closed— 
should not enter into the situation.” Personally, he 
went on record as approving, unreservedly, the prin- 
ciple of collective bargaining, and “I support the 
right of workers in an industry to be represented 
by men of their own choosing in dealing with man- 
agement respecting matters which mutually concern 
employers and employes.” 

One sentence in Gen. Atterbury’s radio talk stated 
a truth which some leaders of labor and industry 
seemingly do not perceive, namely, that “the big 
object is to get men to work as fast as possible.” 
To accomplish that end, so desirable, so necessary, 
it does seem as if old prejudices, on the one hand, 
and officiousness and ambition, on the other, should 
be flung aside, not only as a matter of patriotic ob- 
ligation but as a matter of enlightened selfishness. 
The working people have already gained too much 
to prejudice their cause by over-reaching themselves. 
They have assumed a new role in the national econ- 
omy, one so widely recognized as to admit of no seri- 
ous dissent. Certainly, their victory is too far as- 
sured for them to exaggerate the importance of ob- 
structionist tactics among employers. When the coal 
operators can surrender, as they are surrendering, it 
is only a question of time with all employers. 

But it is, truly, a New Deal and a new day, when 
Donald Richberg’s speech might have been made by 
Gen. Atterbury, and Atterbury’s speech by Richberg. 
In the face of such heartening evidence, the industrial 
non-conformist and the grab-it-all labor leader cut 
sorry and futile figures. 

A BLOW TO THE RECEIVERSHIP RACKET. 

Soon after he took office, State Auditor Barrett 
of Illinois announced that he was at work on a plan 
to reduce the exorbitant cost of receiverships for 
closed banks. That plan is now in operation. One 


Working under him in districts are deputy receivers, 
each deputy being responsible for the liquidation of 
the assets of banks in the same general vicinity. The 
opportunity for accomplishing substantial savings 
for depositors is obvious. For-example, at Herrin, 
one office, with one deputy receiver directing the 
work of one clerical staff, will liquidate closed banks 
in Herrin, Johnston City, Cambria, Hurst and Pitts- 
burg. Under the old plan, five sets of salaries and 
fees would have to be deducted from whatever is 
realized on the accounts of these depositors. If this 
plan is properly carried out, it may very well prove 
the beginning of the end of the receivership racket 
in so far as closed banks are concerned. 
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THE HURRICANE SEASON. 
Tropical hurricanes, like the one that has just 
wrought death and ruin in parts of Cuba, Florida and 
Texas, are a phenomenon of this season. For the last 
few years, the mortality record of September storms 
in the Caribbean and Gulf regions runs as follows: 


Sept. 27, 1932—235 killed in Puerto Rico. 

Sept. 10, 1931—1200 killed at Belize, British 
Honduras. 

Sept. 3, 1930—2000 killed in Santo Domingo. 

Sept. 12-17, 1928—920 killed in West Indies; 
2300 in Florida. 

Sept. 18, 1926—372 killed in Florida, Alabama 
and Mississippi. 


The worst storm disaster in the country’s history 
also occurred at this season, Sept. 8, 1900, when 6000 
lives were lost at Galveston, Tex., in a West Indian 
hurricane that blew for 18 hours and reached an 
estimated rate of 135 miles an hour. 

The storm this week traversed the route over 
which the hurricane’s fury has raged in other years. 
Sweeping in from the Caribbean, it raked the north- 
east coast of Cuba, where 150 were killed and 600 
injured. One branch touched Florida's east coast, caus- 
ing two deaths, $1,000,000 worth of property damage 
and heavy loss to crops. Speeding across the Gulf to 
Texas, the other arm of the storm swept the lower 
Rio Grande Valley, killing 24 persons and taking a 
toll of millions in property. 

The hurricane that raged.along the east coast two 
weeks ago, causing 52 deaths and damage totaling 
$15,000,000, came from the same region. It left the 
usual storm path, however, and, driving northwest- 
ward, missed the Caribbean isles, but ruffled Ber- 
muda and then ravaged the mainland from Cape 


Hatteras to Canada. 


These storms originate, paradoxically, in a region of 


doldrums, where calms prevail. Eddies forming there 
usually die out, but sometimes rise to the regions of 
continual east-to-west wind and are propelled, gain- 
ing force as they go, in a west-by-north direction. The, 
area, of doldrums shifts with the seasons. It reaches 
its extreme northerly point, where the danger of 
breeding hurricanes ig greatest, in late: summer or 
early fall.

protection of dikes and sea walls. More effica- 
cious in outwitting the storm is rapid communica- 
tion, whereby facts indicating the formation of a 
hurricane may be gathered and warnings rushed to 
threatened regions. Texas benefited by several days’ 
advance notice of its storm, and whole regions were 
evacuated in time, thereby saving scores of lives. 
Development of more observation posts and fuller 
reports from vessels at sea in time will make fore- 
casting more efficient. Meanwhile, residents of 
coastal and insular regions exposed to these furies 
may expect such storms, and guard against their 
wrath as best they can, when late summer arrives on 


the calendar. 
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A PROGRESSIVE PROGRAM. 

When Mayor Dickmann called the Board of Alder- 
men in special session to provide for the co-operation 
of St. Louis in the furtherance of public works, he 
showed his understanding: of the place of the munici- 
pality in the national recovery program. He has now 
further demonstrated his capacity for leadership by 
presenting the Aldermen with a program of proposed 
legislation. 

St. Louis, we are confident, will be quick to com- 
mend the Mayor for his forthright moves to get 
things going. There is no way of telling how much 
time might have elapsed before a program like that 
he proposed yesterday would have been drawn up in 
the board, if, indeed, it would have been formulated 
at all. Thanks to the Mayor’s initiative, the Alder- 
men were given a progressive program on which to 
start work at once. Other items can be added as re- 
quired. 

The Mayor’s program consists of 20 proposed or- 
dinances and 15 board bills, so called because they 
deal with projected activities of the Board of Public 
Service. From the standpoint of public works, the pro- 
posals of greatest importance are those providing for: 


(1) Regulation of the hours of work and wages 
on city work under contract, to assure conformity 
with the standards of the NRA. 

(2) A special election to decide on the transfer 
of $1,500,000 in bonds for the construction of a 
city hospital for Negroes from the issue voted 
for the northeast approach to the Municipal 
Bridge. 

(3) Authorization of a contract involving St. 
Louis, the R. F. C. and the Terminal Railroad 
Association, under which $700,000 would be ad- 
vanced to the city for approaches to the Munici- 
pal Bridge required for Terminal use. 

(4) Reconstruction of the Municipal Bridge’s 
double-track railroad structure and approaches. 

(5) Street, alley and sewer improvements and 
undertakings of similar character. 


No less gratifying is the Mayor’s proposal to draw 
on the procéeds of the relief bond issue in accordance 
with needs. Under his plan, $605,833 would be made 
available for direct relief, $250,000 would be placed 
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in a revolving fund and $200,000 would be set aside} 


for work relief. While it is true that demands for 
relief funds have decreased in St. Louis through the 
summer, it is also true that the key to continued im- 
provement is getting the unemployed back to work. 
Relief needs must be met until public building and 
the full swing of the recovery program eliminate 
them. 

Winter is barely three months away. Every fine fall 
day should see the maximum of work accomplished. 
By calling a special session and giving it a program, 
Mayor Dickmann follows the excellent example of 
President Roosevelt. Missouri as a whole will only 
wish that Gov. Park saw fit to do the same. 
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A BRIGHT SPOT IN GOVERNMENT. 

The recent change in the directorship of the Na- 
tional Park Service is a reminder of how well gov- 
ernmental agencies can serve the people when quali- 
fied men are placed in key positions. The late Dr. 
Stephen T. Mather, who was the first director, begin- 
ning, in 1917, had previously demonstrated his inter- 
est in the people's domain in the Department of the 
Interior with Franklin K. Lane. Serving under four 
Presidents—Wilson, Harding, Coolidge and Hoover— 
Dr. Mather literally worked wonders with his far- 
sighted national park program. His successor, Hor- 
ace M. Albright, was likewise well suited to the work. 
He, too, was an aid of Secretary Lane, and before 
he was made the first assistant director of the Na- 
tional Park Service, he was superintendent of Yellow- 
stone National Park and field director for the ser- 
vice. With the resignation of Mr. Albright to enter 
the potash business in New Mexico, Arno B. Cam- 
merer, another veteran in national park work, has 
become director. Mr. Cammerer’s service as asso- 
ciate director, particularly his part in the organiza- 
tion of the Great Smokies, Shenandoah, Mammoth 
Cave and Isle Royale projects, qualifies him to carry 
on this highly important work in the fine manner 
which has characterized it from the outset. The 
record of the National Park Service is one in which 
both the service and the people for whom it is 
intended can display pride. 
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SO SPEAKS VERMONT. 

Vermont has voted for repeal by 2 to 1. The score 
is now 25 to 0.

Bank Deposits? 


With about 8000 banks still closed, purchasing power of 20,000,000 citizens is de- 


stroyed or impaired, and recovery of 


country impeded, speaker says; deposits

policies assailed for delaying relief; swift action urged to free depositors’ money.

HE purchasing power of at least 20,000,- 

000 Americans is paralyzed, wholly or in 

part, by continuing partial paralysis of 
our banking system. The effect reaches ev- 
ery section of the country. Where you find 
the banks in a community frozen, you find 
business frozen. Every such spot lowers 
the level of the nation’s purchasing power. 

You may be fortunate enough not to have 
your own money in a closed or restricted 
bank. Nevertheless, your interests are af- 
fected. The consequences of the _ closed- 
bank situation are so widespread and so 
serious that none of us can afford to shut 
his ears or close his eyes. 

Five thousand banks, state and national, 
were closed in the 32 months preceding the 
bank holiday last March. Since the holiday, 
which shut all banks temporarily, 3120 more 
remain closed or restricted. These include 
commercial banks both within and outside 
of the Federal Reserve System, and a con- 
siderable number of mutual savings banks. 
This makes, in round numbers, about 8000 
banks, either closed or crippled. (Accord- 
ing to a United States Treasury report, re- 
openings have been proceeding at the rate 
of about 30 banks a week since these fig- 
ures were issued.—Editor’s note.) 

There is a surprising lack of exact in- 
formation as to the extent of banking 
paralysis. Only estimates are at this time 
available. According to Treasury Depart- 
ment figures, almost two and one-half bil- 
lion dollars is tied up in closed and re- 
stricted banks which have not opened since 
the holiday; and more than seven and one- 
half billion dollars of deposits in mutual 
savings banks are under some restriction as 
to withdrawals. Here is almost 10 billion 
dollars of the nation’s economic life-blood 
stagnant or partially stagnant. This stag- 
gering total does not, however, include the 
deposits in approximately 5000 banks which 
were closed before the bank holiday. 
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The Government is taxing everybody who 
can still pay taxes to launch a three-billion- 
dollar program of public works. The pur- 
pose is to create employment, and thereby 
create purchasing power. All well and good. 
But greater purchasing power is locked up 
in frozen bank deposits—in money belong- 
ing to people who, for the most part, would 
put it to immediate use. Many of them 
are in dire want because they haven’t this 
money to spend. Some even have been de- 
nied charitable relief because they have 
“money in the bank”—money which their 
Government urged them repeatedly as a pa- 
triotic duty to leave in banks—money now 
tied up beyond their reach. 

The Committee to Release Frozen Bank 
Deposits, for which I am speaking, believes 
that all banks which can be made sound 
should be promptly saved, not strangled. We 
believe that something like 60 per cent of all 
frozen deposits should be unfrozen imme 
diately by Government action. We believe it 
is feasible, expedient and just that this pur- 
chasing power should be released. 

Then why has it not been done? Why. 
are so many closed or restricted banks, the 
little banks that have been the backbone 
of community life—why are they being 
squeezed to death, or allowed to die inch 


by inch? The answer seems to lie, so far as 
the committee has been able to ascertain, in 
the point of view of some of the men who in- 
terpret and administer the emergency bank 
legislation. 

The Reconstruction Finance Corporation 
was created as an arm of the Government 
—as a relief agency. Under the old order 
prevailing before March 4, the R. F. C. pur- 
sued the course of the hardest-boiled private 
money lender. In making relief loans to 
distressed banks, the policy was to grab all 
of a bank’s high-grade marketable bonds 
as security; to value them as though they 
expected the nation to go through bank- 
ruptcy, and on that basis to lend as little 
on them as possible. 

Under this policy, banks were compelled 
to put up as much as 200 per cent security 
and strip themselves of liquid assets in or- 
der to keep alive. Then, after they were 
closed by the bank holiday, the condition 
was laid dowi\ that they should repay their 
indebtedness to the Government in full be- 
fore aid to reopen would be extended. 
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Income from bonds deposited with the 
Government as security for loans—income 
needed by some banks to meet current ex- 
penses—is retained by the Government and 
applied to reduction of principal, although 
the loans may be over-secured. High inter 
est charges and other burdensome condi- 
tions have made so-called Government “re- 
lief” to distressed banks worse, in some in- 
stances, than no relfef at all. The chair- 
man of the National Depositors’ Committee 
expresses the opinion, as a banker, that the 
R. F. C., by such policies, has ruined more 
banks than it has saved. 

We all realize that Washington has been 
engulfed in a sea of emergencies demand- 
ing first attention. Therefore, officials of 
closed and restricted banks, and their suf- 
fering depositors, along with all good citi- 
zens, have tried to be patient while plead- 
ing and waiting fo® relief. 

In the first week of April, the Commit- 
tee for the Nation urged prompt reopening 
of banks through very broad and liberal 
use of the administration’s emergency pow- 
ers. It advocated issuance of currency to 
banks, secured by assignment of frozen 
bank assets, in order that depositors might 
be promptly paid. It was hoped the defla- 
tionary policies which characterized bank 
relief prior to March would be promptly re- 
versed. That hope has not been realized. 

Failure to liberalize the policies of the R. 
F. C. and Federal Reserve in respect to bank 
reopening has at last precipitated a storm 
of protest. National industrial leaders, as 
well as millions of depositors, realize that 
the delay in reopening banks is a menace 
to returning prosperity. Industrial leaders, 
surveying the upturn of business, have dis 
covered that the worst spots on the indus- 
trial map are the communities with deposits 
frozen in closed or restricted banks. 

I have no doubt that when Président

“But he has kept the peace in 
the days that are past and striven 
to secure peace for the days that 
are to come and British relations 
with Germany seem happier today 
than ever. But if Sir Edward Grey 
ever has to announce war he will 
do it in the same calm, even tones 
with which he would open a flower 
show.” 


“War to End War.” 


When later in 1¥14 the war 
-clouds became ominous, Viscount 
Grey proposed an ambassadorial 
conference of all the representa- 
tives of the Euuropean nations, and 
failing to bring this about, when 
the time came for other action he 
issued his laconic statement that, 
in order to “preserve the neutrality 
of Belgium,” Great Britain had 
éntered “upon a state of war with 
Germany beginning at 11 p. m. on 
Aug. 4.” Later in an interview in 
London he*said Great Britain and 
the allies were “fighting to end all 
war.” 

The Viscount’s only brother was 
killed by a lion in Africa. During 
the war his only nephew was 
killed in action. 

His stay in Washington as Brit- 
ish Ambassador ended in January, 
1920, after four months in which he 
did not have an opportunity to 
present his credentials, as this was 
the period of President Wilson's 
long iliness. Nevertheless, the 
President and Viscount Grey were 
personally friendly. At that time 
one of the members of the British 
Embassy was recalled for an in- 
discretion. This became the basis 
for a popular story that the Presi- 
dent had caused Viscount Grey to 


- be recalled to Efigland. 


After this short term as Ambas- 
gador, Viscount Grey remained 
practically in retirement, nursing 
the illness which affected his sight 
and dividing his time between his 
sanctuary for wild-fowl on his es- 
tate at Fallodon and long sojourns 
afield with his fishing tackle. 


Viscount Grey created an inter- 
national stir early in 1921 when, in 
a letter addressed to the London 
Times, he upheld the idea of Brit- 
ish colonial votes in the League of 
Nations, and favored more votes 
for the United States in the 
league if this country desired them. 
It was described as a “plea for the 
United States to enter the league” 
by the press of both continents 
and later it was asserted by Lloyd 
George that it had his sanction. 

Viscount Grey married in 1885, 
Miss Dorothy Widdrington of New- 
ton Hall, Northumberland, who 
died in 1906. There were no chii- 
dren. 

Viscount Grey married Lady 
Glenconner, widow of Baron Glen- 
conner, on June 5, 1922. She died 
suddenly in London Noy. 19, 1928. 

Favored Use of League. 

As the Liberal leader tn the House 

of Lords Viscount Grey favored the 


intervention of the League of Na-| 


tions in the settlement of interna- 
tional questions. He frequently 
voiced his confidence in the League 
and early in 1923 he urged an ap- 
peal to it to intervene in the Ruhr 
question. 

The difficult problem of repara- 
tions, he felt, should be solved by 
the same international body. To fur- 
ther French security, at the open. 
Ing of sessions of Parliament in 
1924, hé spoke in favor of provid- 
ing Germany with membership in 
the League. 

On Aug. 19, 1924, he yielded his 
post as Liberal leader of the House 
of Lords, and although his associ-

Helped Oust Lloyd George. 


The Viscount denounced the great 
general strike which took place 
throughout Wngland in May, 1926, 
and asserted that the aim of the 
strikers was the overthrow of or- 
ganized Democratic government. 

He and other Liberal leaders were 
dissatisfied with the Government’s 
solution of the strike problem, and 
as a result they brought about the 
expulsion from the Liberal party of 
David Lloyd George, then the Liber- 
al leader in the House of Commons. 

Viscount Grey continued his op- 
position to Lloyd George, and in 
1927, when the ex-Premier regained 
the leadership of the party, the Vis- 
count formed a new “Liberal coun- 
cil,” composed of secessionist mem- | 


bers of the old organization. 


Although in 1926 he favored Sov- 
in the 
League of Nations, one year later 
he urged Great Britain not to rec- | 
ognize the Communist regime so | 
long as it was plotting a world 
revolution. 

During the last few years he’ was 
rarely in the public eye, confining 
himself to comments on interna- 
tional news of the day. He praised | 
the Kellogg-Briand anti-war pact, 
but he ridiculed the attempt in No- | 
1928, by England and /| 
France to reach a naval accord. 
The following year he blamed the |

The association yesterday de-

Deposit Insurance Board Named by 
_ President.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt today appointed 
Walter J. Cummings of Illinois and 
Elbert G. Bennett of Utah to serve 
with J. F. T. O’Connor, the Comp- 
troller of the Currency, as the 
Board of the Federal Deposit In- 
surance Corporation. 

This corporation will administer 
the insurance of bank deposits 
which becomes partially effective 
on Jan. 1. 

Cummings is now the Federal 
administrator of closed banks, Ben- 
nett was named by the President as 
the Republican member of the 
board of three. 

The Glass-Steagall banking bilt, 
which provides for limited insur- 
ance of bank deposits, stipulated 
that the Comptroller of the Curren- 
cy should be one of the board of 
three.

Late yesterday it was announced 
that while President Roosevelt | 
would resort to intervention in. 
Cuba only as a last resort, for the| 
protection of Americans and their! 
interests, the “spread of disorders | 
through the island” made immedi- | 
ate precautionary steps necessary. | 
The Secretary of the Navy was| 
sent to Cuba by the President on | 
the battleship Indianapolis accom- 
panied by other ships. All fight- | 
ing ships on the Atlantic coast and | 
1200 Marines were ordered to hold 
themselves in readiness.

Rebidding by Naming a 
Second Suit 
HE bidding of a second suit by 
the opening bidder, after a min- 
imum response by his partner, 
_ is essentially a constructive rebid. 
However, tne nature of that re- 
sponse affects the opener’s next bid 
vitally. 
After a No-Trump Response. 
If the bidding has been one 
spade, one no trump, two hearts 
by the opening bidder, the respond- 
ing partner un- 
derstands that he 
is being  provi- 
sionally called on 
#to show his pref- 
erence between 
the two suits — 
tnothing more. 
} Had the opening 
bidder been 
strong enough to 
feel hopeful of 
game despite the 
weak response, he 
Sade would have felt it 
necessary to force 
on the _ second 
round so as to 
prevent the responder from passing. 
That is to say, the opening bidder 
is apparently making a constructive 
rebid and also signing off—dis- 
claiming any hopes of game—at the 
same time. 
Is This a Contradiction or 
Confusion? 
No, it is not. This rebid of a 
fresh suit is really a very illuminat- 
_ing move when judiciously em- 
ployed. It offers to the responding 
hand an opportunity to resume 
some responsibility if his hand was 
not a minimum hand of its kind. 
The one-no-trump response covers 
a fairly wide range—it may be the 
merest chance-giver, or it may be 
an evenly distributed hand which 
did not contain a biddable suit and 
which was not quite strong enough 
to justify an immediate response of 
two no trumps. The opening bid- 
der is really giving a chance to the 
responder to correct the pessimistic 
inference given by his first re- 
sponse should his hand contain dis- 
tributed high cards which can as- 
sume a fresh importance in view 
of the nature of the operer’s second 
bid. If both major suits have been 
bid, the responding hand _ should 
take an optimistic view if able to 
support either suit. Otherwise he 
merely shows his preference. 
Reasons for Not Mentioning a 
Second Suit. 

If your hand is a minimum, and 
your partner’s response of one no 
trump tells you that game is out of 
the question even if he has nearly 
enough for two no trumps, pass. 
Refrain from bidding that second 
suit. If you do bid it, you are like- 
ly to get too high. If your hand 
can stand the no trump, let the 

signoff be in one no trump rather 
than in two or perhaps three of 


one of your suits. For instance,

Every paper you pick 
up, every article you see about 
education, every society column, 
has its bit to say about the “Greek 
letter” connections of the man or 
woman under discussion. Are they 
being married? Ha! She was a 
Kappa and he was a Sigma Chi. 
Are the colleges under discussion? 
Leave it to the bright-eyed young 
Mary Jones of the Pi Phis or 
Henry Smith of the Dekes to speak 
for the assembled youngsters of the 
nation. 

Maybe this looks like a lot of 
heat to manifest over something 
which is of minor importance. 
Well, it’s not of minor importance, 
Elsie. Anything which has to do 
with the education of youngsters, 
along in that “green salad” age 
that a college deals with, is of 
major importance. 

We have those youngsters in 
school, among other things, to help 
them form the right sort of ideals 
and values. And if the best that a 
college can do is to send “rush 
cards” out to a few favored little 
dears throughout the high schools 
of the State, and get the little 
freshies all divided off before 
they’ve even seen each other or 
the university, then God help this 
democracy.

Toxic Goiter 


HE term goiter is used to de- 
Tscrive the condition in which 

the thyroid gland is abnormally 
enlarged. Goiter may be simple or 
toxic. When toxic the patient suf- 
fers the “poisoning” effects of the 
over-functioning thyroid. © 

These toxic effects are witnessed 
in an increased metabolism, that 
is, an abnormally rapid burning up 
of the body’s fuel, which is associ- 
ated with rapid pulse, elevation in 
blood pressure, nervousness, irrita- 
bility, tremors and at times with a 
peculfer bulging of the eyes. 

Toxic goiter has been described 
as being due to a thyroid which 
has run wild. The mechanism of 
this “running wild” has been de- 
scribed. 

The thyroid gland when stimu- 
lated normally responds by in- 
creased activity and sometimes by 
an increase in size. When the 
stimulation is withdrawn, the thy- 
a normally returns to its former 
vate, 


Sometimes, however, because of 


.the nature of the stimuli and be- 


cause of certain as yet undefined 
constitutional peculiarities, the thy- 
roid after having been stimulated 
fails to return to normal. Such 
failure to return to normal may 
give rise to toxic goiter, 

Among the stimuli which affect 
the thyroid are those arising from 
the sex organs, infections, faulty 
diets and iodine deficiency. Psychic 
disturbances also play a*prominent 
role in the causation of toxic goit-

Spanish Potatoes 

Dice eight boiled potatoes. Chop 
finely one smal] can pimientoes, 
two tablespoons onions, six olives.
